REMARKS 

Claim 21 has been canceled without prejudice. Claims 13 and 17 have been 
amended. Claims 10-20 and 22 are currently pending. Re examination and allowance of 
the pending claims is respectfully requested. 

Claims 10-22 stand rejection under the doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11 of IBP 6,620,015. Even though 
Applicant does not agree with this rejection, in the interest!, of expediting the prosecution 
of this application, Applicant is submitting herewith a termii a! disclaimer to overcome this 
rejection. 

Hackell 

Claims 10-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(t ;■ as being anticipated by USP 
3,95:?,447 to Hackell ("Hackell"). This rejection is respectft lly traversed. 

Independent claim 10 recites a bubble producing device that has a plurality of 
loop;;, and a connector attached to the cylindrical wall of es oh loop, in contrast, Applicant 
simply does not see where or how Hackell discloses a con lector that connects a plurality 
of loops. Claims 11-12 depend from claim 10, and are submitted to be allowable for the 
same reasons. 

Independent claim 13 recites a loop having a cylindrical wall having a first bubble 
form ng edge and an opposite second edge, and a flared e Ige extending at an angle with 
respect to the cylindrical wall from a portion of the second edge. See FIGS. 1-3 of the 
specification. In contrast, Hackell does not disclose a ared edge extending from a 

portion of an edge that is opposite to the bubble forming <;dge. For example, assuming 
that the flared edge in Hackell is element 19, this flared e:lge is also the bubble forming 
edge, and therefore cannot be opposite the bubble formin edge. Claims 14-16 depend 
from claim 1 3 t and are submitted to be allowable for the sa ne reasons. 

In addition, daim 14 also defines additional patentable subject matter. Claim 14 
recites a plurality of ridges provided along the inner and cuter surfaces of the cylindrical 
wall. In contrast, Hackell does not teach or suggest any su :h ridges. 

Goya 

Claims 17-22 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(t ■ as being anticipated by USP 
5,17^,927 to Goya et al. ("Goya"). This rejection is respect j lly traversed. 

Independent daim 17 has been amended to recite Uiat at least one of the plurality 
of loops further includes a plurality of ridges provided 8 long the outer surface of the 
cylindrical wall. In contrast, none of the loops 30 in G<;ya have any external ridges. 
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Claims 18-20 and 22 depend from claim 17, and are submitted to be allowable for the 
samo reasons.
